Graduate student teachers, 
assistants taking CSUS 
courses may get fee break 
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Speech pathology and 
audiology increases fees

In an effort to keep the speech pa 
thology and audiology department from 
closing this semester, patients’ fees for 
physical therapy were doubled 

According to Irene Bingham, office 
manager for the speech pathology and 
audiology department, the in-rease in 
lees was due to budget reductions. She 
said by having to hire part-time profes- 
ors the budget was drained, leaving 
the clinic with a choice of either in 
crease the fees or close the clinic 

‘We're a tiny department so we 
ilways get the shaft,” Bingham said 

Bingham said despite the doubling 
of the fees, the clinic is still a bargain 
for people who need help. For one 
semester of evaluations it will now cost 
patient $100 from the prior $50. Two 
hundred dollars a semester for one of 
therapy And for central auditory pro 
cessing testing the cost will be $120 


‘It's sul a good deal. The private 


therapy rate is $45 to $100 a hour. so 
our department is still a very good 
leal,” Bingham added 

Bingham said upper division and 
graduate students perform actual 
therapy but for the benefit of a grade so 
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the department is really worthwhik 
The sessions are supervised by the de- 
partment faculty who hold State ot 
Cahformia, Board of Examiners [i 
cense in Speech/language Pathology 
or Audiology 

“We provide a lot of good services 
not only to campus but to the commu 
nity,” Bingham said 

According to the Maryjane Rees 
Language, Speech and Hearing Center 
the services provide cover wide range 
of speech and heanng therapy They 
include therapy itself for speech and 
hearing, language testing and hearing 
aid evaluations, complete audiological 
and speech assessment and aural ha 
bilitation and rehabilitation 

Bingham said anyone with tan- 
guage, speech or hearing disorders are 
eligible for therapy and there are no 
restnicuons on area but transportation 
1S NOt provided 

The center provides annually more 
than 100 speech and language evalua 
tions and 300 auditory assessments 

The center was established in 1052 
by Charles Hume. The center was re 
named in 1988 after Dr. Maryjane Rees 
who had been the clinic director from 
1954 unul 1983. The center is one of 
the largest training facilities in the state

The university stopped charging for 
feminine products last summer, Kent 
wing, manager of Custodial Services 
lor Facilities Management said 

“The reason we stopped charging is 
because people were breaking in and 
taking the money,” Howard Harris 
assistant vice president of Facilities 
Management, said, and the machines 
were getting damaged 

‘Its more cost effective to char ge, 
Harris said, but because of the vandal 
ism they are now offered for free 

‘It | need them, I'll pay for them 
But it’s better if they're free.” Eva 
Molina, a language senior, said. “I 
would rather pay for it and know I’m 
getung one.” 

Since the feminine products have 
hecome free, Ewing said, “It's a prob 
lem, use has gone up considerably .” 

“They're never any in there,” An 
xela Alfarque, a social science major 
said. “Tl think if they're going to have 
iny atall they should keep them stocked 

whether they're going to charge or 
Hot 

People are greedy,” Ewing said 
adding he gets reports and phone calls 
ibout women filling their purses full of 
the tree hygiene products

Molina said

The 25 cents ts slightly below cost 
Hinde said, and the money is used “to 
buy the products and sell the machines.”

Every year, vendors converge at 
Sacramento State tw peddle their 
wares and pass out freebies. Once 
the vendors have staked out their 
own smail space, either by the Book- 
store Or in the Library Quad. all 
those who pass by are potential con- 
sumers with the power to buy. 

“We've had instances where they 
just show up and we go and tear 
them down,” Leonard Valdez, pro- 
gram advisor for Student Activities, 
said, 

For any vendor outside the uni- 
versity to have a booth in the quad, 
Valdez said “a university organiza- 
tion would have to sponsor the ven- 
dor.” 

A signed agreement must be 
niade between the vendor and the 
Sponsoring organization, Valdez 
said, and “remuneration” has to be

Valdez said 90 percent to 95 
percent of all vendors have been found 
to comply with this requirement. On 
occasion, he said, he has had to person- 
ally confront vendors who don’t com- 
ply. 

Typically, booths are set up in high-

Every once in a while, a great flurry 
is raised over whether or not women 
should be allowed to parucipate in 
men's sports 

Football is the most often-attacked 
sportand, in fact, more than one woman 
has found her way onto the gndiron, 
usually as a place-kicker, but on the 
field nonetheless 

Other male-dominated sports (wres 
Uing, for example) have also been ap- 
proached to allow the opposite sex to 
participate, but sports that have a fe 
male counterpart, like basketball, have 
been left alone-——unul now 

It is ume that somebody woke up 
and put Sacramento State's forward 
supreme, Knsty Ryan, on the men’s 
team

She also is currently averaging 15.8 
rebounds a game, which the men don't 
need as much as they need a scorer, but 
it sure couldn't hurt 

Not to mention that it would be a 
beneficial switch for Ryan, as well. | 
am an advocate for putung all of your 
best eggs in one basket and going for it 
all. It seems as though the women's 
team will be too injury decimated to 
contend in any senous way and Knsty, 
in her final year, deserves a chance to 
show her stuff. With her on the team, 
the men could be looking at a very 
bright future. 

Pxture it, Ryan's 38 points matched 
up with Michael Kings 11.5 ppg, 9.3 
mpg and spectacular dunks. 

That sounds like a team. 

What's that | hear? The voice of 
cynicism, is it? 

Well for all of those critics who 
think women aren't as physical or 
agressive or whatever as men, then you 
have not attended a women's basket- 
ball game 

I had the honor of sitting in the first 
row (which isn't that much of an 
honor—considering the atiendance, 
anybody can sit in the front row) at the 
women's first home match against the 
University of the Pacific 

If any man, child or women has any 
doubt about a woman's ability to com- 
pete against men, they haven't yet ex- 
penenced Knsty R yan driving the lane. 
It is the most brutish, forceful, Charles 
Barkley-esque display of raw strength 
and determination that I have ever seen 

I actually scooted back a row when 
i Saw it 

That is exactly what the men need to 
bump them into semi-contention 

And if anybody is wondering about 
her skills, well than wonder no longer 
She has got the tools 

Remember Christian Laettner's 
turmaround jump shot from just outside 
of the free-throw line in Duke's last- 
minute win against Connecticut in the 
1991 Final Four tournament? Well pic- 
ture that shot from the three-point line 

Knisty Ryan did it. It wasn’t at the 
buzzer, mind you, but it was in the 
midst of a double tearm with ime run 
ning down on the shot clock 

The only other blockade I can pos 
sibly umagine is that the Huffmans (Sue 
and John, the women’s head and assis 
tant coaches, respectively) would hate 
to see their prize possession slip into 
somebody else's hands. 

But it comes back to my egg theory 
If this school would put all of its ener. 
gies into one or two things, some seri- 
ous good could be accomplished. But 
mstead we try to satisfy all people on all 
levels, and we are spread too thin. 

Sonext time you take ina basketball

Given the fact that their are ne se 
mors on the team and most of the 
juniors are transfers from jumior col 
leges, Newman remains upbeat about

‘These early games have taught our 
kids that if they execute our offense 
correctly, we can compete with any 
vie, Newman said.

Many Sacramento basketball fans couldmake 
a solid argurnent that she is the best baskethall 
player in all of the city. Kristy Ryan laughs 
modestly when she hears this 

Four games into her senor season at Sacra 
mento State, 21-year-old Ryan has emerged as 
one of the best basketball players in school 
history. She led her team in scoring the previous 
two seasons with averages of 17.8 (°91-"92) and 
18.6 (°92-"93) points, and 6.7 and 7.7 rebounds 
per game Ryan, however, avoids getung caught 
up in all the praises and accolades hurled her 
way. She simply approaches the game of bas- 
ketball as if it were a job 

“I just try to get the job done,” said Ryan, a 
native of Cool, Calif., which is about an hour 
from Sacramento toward Reno. “The main th ing 
for me ts to go in with confidence and help the 
team win.” 

She did just that last weekend at the Marriot 
Freedom Bow! Classic at UC Irvine. Her team 
got its first two wins of the season as Ryan 
scored 36 points (14 rebounds) against North 
Texas on Friday, then scored a school record 45 
against UC Irvine on Saturday 

“I didn’t go into that game planning on 
scoring 45 pots,” said the 6-foot forward. “It 








just happened.” 

Ryan's previous career high fora game with 
CSUS, before this year, was 28, two seasons 
ago. This season alone, R yan has scored 37, 26. 
36 and45. She ison pace to score over 900 points 
which would shatier the previous school record 
of 587 held by Susan Digitale in 1976-77 

‘I’m shooung better because of my confi 
Gence,” said Ryan, a physical therapy major 
“My role on the team (as a leader) is different 
from last year.” 

Ryan attributes her basketball walents to many 
people, beginning with her high school coach at 
Golden Sierra, Craig Bradway. Though he no 
longer coaches, Bradway sull comes to watch 
her games occasionally He was the coach who 
encouraged her to go varsity only a week into her 
treshman tryouts 

"He brought me trom knowing nothing,” she 
said. “1 didn’t want to go (varsity) at first, but he 
convinced me,” 

Ryan went on to be the second highest prep 
scorer and top rebounder in Sacramento as a 
Junior, while compiling team Most Valuable 
Player, All-Golden Empire League and All 
Mewtwo Team (Sacramento Ree) onors 

As a senior, Ryan repeated those honors, as 
well as adding Golden Empire League MVP 
and Califorma Division 1V MVP, Ryan's great 
est honor to this day. She averaged 27 points and 


16 rebounds that season 

Ryan graduated in 1990 and was then off to 
Sacramento State, She chose to attend CS US not 
only because it was local and her family could 
watch her games, but her present coaches, Sue 
and John Huffman, made her feel comfortable 
She also knew Sacramento would soon be a 
Division | team, which happened the following 
scason 

“T fell most at case with (Sue and John),” 
Ryan said. “And I knew | would be able to make 
an Impact soon,” 

Ryan believes the Huffmans have meant just 
about everything to her college career 

“They ‘re the best. They always want to help 
They're always telling me when I’m doing 
something wrong.” 

Sue Huifman, in her eighth season as the 
women’s basketball coach, believes Ryan is 
easily the best player she has ever had 

‘Kristy has left her signature with this pro 
gram,” Sue said. “She has taken us from one 
level to the next.” 

Huffman believes Ryan's dedication to the 
game and aggressiveness contribute greatly to 
her success and consistent improvement since 
her first sight of Knsty as a sophomore in high

Even with the problems, Huffman feels con

San Jose brings a 2-1 record to Sacramento, 
with a 70-64 win over Fresno State and a 62-49 
decision over the University of San Francisco.

“(San Jose State) has anew coach,” Huffman 
said.

The Spartans are led by forward Huleu 
Brooks, who is averaging 15 points and just 
over seven rebounds per game.
